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FY  ^70  ESEA  TITLE  I  CARRYOVER  FUNDS 

The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Amendments  of  1969  (Public  Law  91-230) 
provided  a  new  section,  405(b),  pertaining  to  the  use  of  funds  for  one  year  beyond 
the  fiscal  year  for  which  funds  were  originally  approved.     The  effect  of  this 
section  is  to  offer  school  districts  an  extended  period  of  time  -  until  June  30, 
1971  -  to  obligate  and  expend  FY  '70  ESEA  Title  I  funds.     These  funds  are  iden- 
tified as  FY  '70  ESEA  Title  I  carryover  funds. 

The  provisions  of  section  405(b)  not  only  extend  the  time  period  during  which 
ESEA  Title  I  funds  for  a  given  program  may  be  obligated  by  school  districts,  but 
also  extend  correspondingly  the  time  period  during  which  those  obligations  must 
be  liquidated. 

OBLIGATION  OF  FUNDS 

FY  '70  ESEA  Title  I  carryover  funds  must  be  obligated  by  June  30,  1971. 
LIQUIDATION  OF  OBLIGATIONS 

Obligations  of  FY  '70  ESEA  Title  I  carryover  funds  entered  into  by  June  30, 
1971,  must  be  liquidated  no  later  than  June  30,  1972. 

PROGRAM  ACTIVITIES  AND  SERVICES 

All  program  activities  funded  with  FY  '70  ESEA  Title  I  carryover  funds  must  be 
conducted  so  as  to  be  completed  by  June  30,  1971. 

FISCAL  CONTROL  AND  FUND  ACCOUNTING  PROCEDURES 

FY  '70  ESEA  Title  I  carryover  funds  must  be  documented  and  accounted  for  sepa- 
rately from  FY  '71  funds.     ESEA  Title  I  funds  from  two  fiscal  years  cannot  be 
commingled;  thus,  a  separate  budget  must  be  prepared  showing  the  proposed  ex- 
penditures from  each  fiscal  year.
